And tho' I had frequently heard a ve- 
ry odd Character of the Miniſter of that Pariſh, repreſenting 
him as a Sti, Rumpt Low-Church Whig; a Half-Thickh, Nonconfor- 
ming Conformiſt : One that eats too great a Share of the Church's 
Bread, and yet is entirely in the Intereſt of that worthleſs Part of 
Mankind, that induſtriouſly ſeek her Ruine, and for that reaſon 
was my utter Averſion; yet remembring it was a Day of So- 
lemn Thanksgiving in Commemoration of the Happy Deli- 
verance from the Gunpowder-Treaſon,and as the Firſt Sunday in 
the Month, a more Solemn Remembrance of the Death and 
Paſſiva of our bleſſed Saviour, in the Celebration of the Holy 
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Work of Mercy and Charity, detaining me ſo long | 
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Kuchariſt , I thought that would tie up the Incumbentꝰs 
Tongue, from violating the Ears of his Congregation , with 
impertinent T'watling about State Affairs, Hereditary or 
Legal Right , the Original of Power, the Lawfulneſs of Reſi- 
Nance, the Danger of Paſſive Obedience, or the Nice Diſtin- 
Ction between High-Church , Low-Church, and No Church, 
which, according to common Fame, does uſually ſupply 
the Defe& of Soul-ſaving Doctrines. However, if the 
Preacher ſhould, for want of more Edifying Matter, run in- 
to his former Extravagancies, I reſolved to Arm my ſelf with 
ſuch a Meaſure of Patience, as might reſiſt all Manner of 
Provocations; which Reſolution, if I had not ſteadily ad- 
hered to afterward, all the Patience of Pious Feb, would 
hardly have kept me in ſuch a Decent Temper, as i. due to 
Sacted Places: Or from Anſwering the Gothamite Calumnia- 
tor publickly, had not Solomon's Negation ſuperſeded my 
Inclination to give him his own with Uſury. | 
As ſoon as the Prayers of the Church' were hurried over 
with ſuch Speed, as if the Hungry Reader was Riding Poſt 
in purſuit of a Diner, and a Halm was ſinging more Audibly. 
than Laudibly, the Incumbent mounted the Pulpit with a 
rave Unmeaning Face, his Noſe Cock d, and a Front that 
ſhewed himſelf extreamly great in his own Favour. He being a 
Stranger to me, I enquired his Name, and was told, that he 
called himſelf the Honourable Doctor Lloyd, and was Miniſter of 
the Pariſh. Nay, then thought I, this Gentleman has been 
abuſed and ſcandalouſly miſrepreſented ; for if he has a juſt 
Claim to either of the forementioned Titles, he will certainly 
demean himſelf like a Perſon of Honour, Learning, Modeſty, 


and Probity in the Pulpit, and not like a Mercenary Rabſheks, 


that enjoys with Prot what he obtained without Merit.

Church, and 
ſlandering the Orthodox Clergy with his own proper Epi- 
thers. And by theſe . farious Juglings, they thrive as well, 
and are as highly eſteemd by their * as if every 
Soul of them had had the Honour of a Parliamentary Recom- 
mendation. 

There's no Queſtion to be made, but by the Exerciſe of 
theſe genteel Qualities, Mr. Lloyd thought to have made many 
Whig Proſelyres, undermined High-Church like another Faux, 
and have blown up Dr. Sacheverell to all intents and purpo- 
ſes ; but was ſo miſerably diſappointed, that he muſt ſet his

% Miſchief. 
Doctor Sachevercll, in the next place, was charg d by Mr. 5 
Lloyd, as occaſioning the Diſſolution of ihe b ſt of Parliantents ; 
which, in the Opinion of many wiſe Men, was a great Mi- 
ſtake, for they cauſed their Diffolution themſelves ; and tis 
rather a Wonder, that they ſat ſo fong, and were difloly'd no 
ſooner ; conſidering what Cauſe they had given for their PV, 
miſſion, of which her Majeſty was the proper Judge; and the 
Preachers Intermeddling in that nice Affair, was but nibbling 
at the Prerogative of the Crown, which has the Kight and 
Power to call and diſſolve Parliaments as often as the S iin 
leaſes. And why the beſt of Parliaments ? was it becauſe the 
— choſe Dr. Mi to preach the nor/# of Sermons before 
them on the 3oth of January? Or for ſome other Reaſoni 
unknown to all the World but himſelf. Methinks, rhe Title 
of a god Parliament had been ſufficient, conſidering how that 
Mord has been controverted fince their Diſſolution ; and that 


but by ſuch Arguments as theſe Fg Debating the 
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Title and Scvereignty in 4 pompous Manner, and for many Days 
together, which was never done to any Prince before, by her 
Majcſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjeits, In entertaining the 
tender Nature of a Queen, with the Story of a Roman Senate 
condemning their Emperor to be whipp'd to Death; and that to 
prevent the Torment and Infamy, which was deſign'd him, he kill'd 
himſelf. In giving their Managers Liberty to exalt the Power 
of the People, and depreſs the Authority of the Prince. In pu- 
niſhing ſome Men for ſaying the urch is in Danger, and en- 
couraging thoſe who are e to male it ſo. In permitting 
ſome Sages of the Law, in one Breath, to harangue 4 Riot in- 
to a Rebcllion, and, in another, to plead for the Dotlrine of Re- 
ſiſtance. In diſcouraging, and not paying Seamen, in order to 
encreaſe our Navigation. In making an A& to raiſe the Price 
of Bread, when People were ready to ſtarve, and not quaſhing the 
ſeditions Deſigns of the Junta, and the Iniquities of the Kit-Cat- 
Club, ,o are continually project ing hom to rob our Nurſing Mo- 
ther of her Birth. right, and erect 3 into an uncontroul- 
able Uſurpation, in Quality of High and Mighty Stateſ-Men! 
And if theſe Arguments will not prove Mr. Lloyd's Aſſer- 
tion, he may pleaſe to produce better when he knows where 
to find em. 

Now, ſuppoſing that Dr. Sacheverell was of Opinion, 
with thouſands of other good Men, that there was a ſeem- 
ing, if not a real Occaſion to make ſome Removes at Conrt, 
and 1 1 the Parliament; why ſhould that Gentleman be 
more loaded with Reproaches than all the reſt of thoſe nu- 
merous Engliſh Worthies, that addreſs d the Queen's Maje- 
ſty to that good End and Purpoſe? His Converſation has 
been rakedinto from Dan to Berſheba,and noill thing has been 
found againſt him. But the Whiggiſh Chord An are 
ſenſible that Dr. Sacheverell is a Perſon of known Worth, Piety, 
and Learning,and has been eminently ſerviceable to the Church 
and State in detecting the Enemies of both; and at his own 
great Coft and Peril, was the firſt that attempted to open the 
Nations Eyes to ſee their Danger, and that was Cauſe e- 
nough, as Mr. Lloyd thought, to treat him with all the ſcurri- 
lous Language imaginable ; Such as Giminal, Incendiary, Ba- 
rabbas, and Villain, which was inexcuſable in the Managers 
at Weſtminſter, tho” they pretended to a ſuperiour Example, 
but much more ſo, nay, intolerable in a Miniſter of the Goſ- 
ph: Had the Preacher attack d any Part of the Doctor's 

rmon, with Endeavours to confute it, he had acted like a 
Gentleman and a Scholar, but to fall foul upon his Perſon 
without any other Provocation, but his own IIl-Nature, - 
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Brutality, is well near unpardonable, without a ſevere Re- 
pentance, and deep Submiſſion and Satisfaction; and that I 
adviſe him to for his own ſake, to prevent the Danger of the 
Proverb, that ſays, Noily barking C-rs are commonly attended 
with bitten Ears. 

Having thus given my Reader the Reaſons which the 
Whigs may be ſuppos'd to offer in Excuſe of their Pulpit-Ma- 
nagers, which are all either falſe, feigned, or frivolous, I 
ſhall now accommodate him with the true and real Motives, 
why Mr. Lloyd was fo far tranſported into Choler and Frenzy 
againſt the Doctor, for which he could not expect but 
5 be ſufficiently laugh d at, ridicul'd and expos d for his 

ains. 

The Firſt was, becauſe Dr. Sacheverell had, in his Sermon 
at St. Paul's Church, London, as learnedly as truly, preach'd 
up the Ancient, Veritable, tho' then almoſt Sep+lchred and 
Forgotten Doctrine of Paſſrve-Obedience, which Mr. Lloyd be- 
ing unable to anſwer like a ſober Man, and a learned Divine, 
he took a eaſier Method, and more agreeable to his Talent, 
to confute the Doctor, by ſlandering, reproaching, and cal- 
ling him a « riminal, in Hopes that throwing ſuch abundance

In the next place, no other Reaſon can be aſſign d for the 
Preacher's calling the Doctor a Villain, than for his oppoſing, 
+expoling, and unanſwerably confuting the Popiſh, Ellie, 
Lon Church Doctrine of Reſitance, the Source of all Miſchiefs, 
the Parent of unnatural bloody Wars, and the Nurſe of trai- 
terous Plots and Conſpiracies. A Doctrine, of which we 
have had ſuch diſmal Effet, that if ever we ſuffer it again 
to domineer amongſt us, in a Whiggiſh Acceptation, we de- 
ſerve to have our * End worſe than our Beginning. For 
the ſame Reaſon, I preſume, the Mig - Preacher was pleaſed 
to call the Doctor an Incendiary, viz. for endeavouring to ex- 
tinguiſh the Fire of Rebellion, which ſome Men, I fear, 
were almoſt ready to kindle by their united Doctrines of Po- 
pular Poxer, and the Lawfulneſs of Reſting Sovereign Prin- 
ces, which had ſo intoxicated this Low-Church Preacher, that 
he ſeem'd eager in Purſuit of the Temptation to ſave his Saint- 
Devil, the Trouble of a tedious Siege.

ready know that Barabbas was a Murderer, and that generally 
to. reach a Whiz's Meaning, the beſt way is to read him back- 
nerd ; then it's plain; the Preacher call'd the Doctor Farobbas, 
for expoſing the barbarous Murdercrs of that Bleſſed Martyr, 
1 I. which being contriv d and perpetrated by none 
but Whigs, they know they cannot fo effectually diſhonour any 
Verſon, as to give him the Surname of their Haternity; and 
for that reaſon, the Preacher beſtow'd it on the Doctor, as the 
moſt reproachſul Term his Belly contain d, or his Brain could 
invent. But not being ſatisfy d with calumniating and vilify- 
iug Dr. Sachevereli fingly, he unloaded his Dung- art, in ſlan- 
dering the whole High-Church-Clergy, as Feſuitically principl'd,

. made the Subject of Buffoonry. Such 
Preachers are the miſerable Heralds of all our unnatural Fexds, 
Broils and Animoſities : having Mouths as Black, as their 
Hands would be Crimſon, if they had again the ſame Oppor- 
tunity as they once had under a Republican Government. From 
which, and all-the Arts, Tricks,” and Deſigns, leading to- 
wards it, Good Lord deliver us. 


But for fe r all J have yet faid, ſhould be unable to reclaim 


Mr. Lloyd from his execrable Vice of Railing, Reproaching, 
and Slandering, I Adviſe him to view the Sin in the aggravas 
. | ting 
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ing Circumflances that accompany d it. The Words he ſtands 
charged with, were ſpoken in a Church, nay, in the Pulpit, by 
2 Miniſter in Holy Orders, on a Day of Publick Kejoicing, 
when one had reaſon to believe, that nothing would haye pro- 
ceeded from his Mouth, whoſe Lips ſhould preſerve Knenledge ; 
but what tended to promote an entire Friendſhip and a univer- 
ſal Foy and Love among all his Auditors; but on the contra- 
Ty, we were treated with little elſe than Party- Preaching. Fal-— 
ſom Panegyricks on the Low- Church Party, bitter Lan- 
guage on what he call'd High-Church, and opprobrious ſpite- 
ful Words, plentifully thrown upon its Miniſters, as if he had 
premeditated a Quarrel, and confequently us d all his Rhero- 
ric to encreaſe and continue it. Nor is this all! It was a

Now I would ask Mr. Lloyd, whe- 
ther reviling the Church of God, is not hlaſpheming God, him- 
ſelt, who is the Head of his Church? Whether reproaching 
and flandering the Miniſters of the Word,“ is not hindering 
and ſlandering the Word of God? Whether being in Malice, 
or Eri, or any other grievous Crime, ought not to keep Men 
from the Lord's Table? If fo, how he durſt communicate, 
before he had made ſatisfaction to the Perſons he had injured, 
for fear the Devil ſhould enter into him as he did into Judas, and 
fill him full of all Iaiguity, and bring him to deſtruction both uf 
Body and. Soul. | 

Iwill not cenſure him, but leave it to his private Cogitati- 
ons between God and his Soul, and to act according to the 
Churches Preſcription in the ſame Exhortation ; but cannot 
forbear lamenting, that his opprobrious Words gave a general 
Scandal to his Auditors, and caus'd an Uproar among the Feo- 
ple.
